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CALVIN  ELLIS  FISHER 


Calvin  Ellis  Fisher  was  born  on  May  17,  1859.  He  was  not  a 
large  person.  He  happily  recorded  in  his  diary  of  1881  that 
he  measured  5ft  5  l/2in.  with  his  shoes  onj  His  diary  reflects 
his  fine  character  through  his  recorded  actions,  and  it  is  quite 
evident  that  he  was  very  much  in  love  with  Emma  Cooke,  who  later 
became  his  wife. 


The  cash  account  records  were  found  in  the  back  of  the  diary. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  his  earnings  were  spent  each  month, 
and  also  interesting  to  note  how  much  he  savedi  In  spite  of  his 
frugality,  he  found  it  necessary  to  postpone  his  marriage  date 
for  lack  of  funds. 

The  Fishers,  Calvin  (called  Ellis)  and  Emma,  moved  to  Minneapolis 
in  1890,  bringing  with  them  two  small  children,  Aimee  and  Harold. 
Ellis  took  a  position  with  the  Class  Block  -  or  Wm.  Donaldson  Co.- 
which  was  then  known  as  the  city’s  sky-scraper.  Ellis  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  securing  further  property  for  the  company  on  Nic¬ 
ollet  Avenue.  As  a  buyer  of  jewlry,  toys,  silver,  candy  and 
drugs,  he  made  several  buying  trips  to  Europe  with  his  friends 
and  colleagues,  E.E.  Atkinson  and  Mr.  Amluxen.  He  became  a  vice- 
president  of  the  company  and  remained  there  until  1997,  when  the 
business  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  L.S.  Donaldson.  Atkinson  and 
Amluxen  also  left  the  store  at  that  time  and  started  businesses 
of  their  own.  Ellis  bought  three  pharmacies  which  he  operated 
until  his  death  in  1930. 


As  the  diary  reveals ,  Ellis  loved  to  sing  and  he  had  a  fine 
baritone  voice.  He  became  a  soloist  at  various  churches  includ¬ 
ing  The  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Plymouth  Congregational  Church, 
and  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  in  Minneapolis. 


His  death  was  sudden  and  unexpected.  A  letter  from  Anna  Kennis on 
written  to  her  brother,  Frank  Noyes  Cooke,  reads  as  follows: 


Dear  Brother  Frank, 


May  9 ,  1930 


Ellis  passed  away  last  night  at  8:30. 

Aimee  was  with  him  at  the  time.  It  was  a  great  shock,  for 
we  all  thought  all  danger  was  past.  Emma  was  with  him  in 
the  morning  and  also  the  afternoon,  and  as  late  as  4:30  P.M. 

He  told  her  he  didn’t  have  anfy  pain.  But  the  end  came  suddenly. 
I  arrived  here  Tuesday  eve  on  my  way  to  see  my  son  in  Dubuque, 
but  remained  over  to  be  with  Emma.  The  funeral  will  probably 
be  Saturday  P.M.  Lots  of  love,  Anna 


P.S.  Ellis  had  an  operation  for  appendicitis  followed  by 
pneumonia.  Had  been  in  the  hospital  two  weeks •  Emma  is  be¬ 
having  wonderfully.  I  am  glad  I  am  here  with  her.  Aimee  is
